Storms Sweep Over Chicago, 
Leaving Death, Wounds, | 
and Property Dam- 
age in Its Wake. 


MEN FELLED BY FLASH. 


Heat and Accidents Due to the 
Wind and Rain Further 
Increase the List 
of Victims. 


Lightning, wind, rain, and heat in combina- 
tion swept over Chicago yesterday afternoon 
and again last night. took two lives, caused 
injury to many persons, and wrought large 

‘property damage. 

The lightning was most destructive. It 
killed a boy, injured a number of workmen, 
and struck many buildings. 

The storm itself, with its wind and rain, 
was attended by numerous accidents, which 
brought wounds to several, one of whom, it 
is said, cannot recover. 

Previous to the arrival of the storm the 
heat was oppressive, a condition which 
claimed one life and resulted in prostrations.

Twelve structural iron workers employed 
on the new manual training school of the 
University of Chicago, at Fifty-eighth street 
and Kimbark avenue, had sought shelter in 
a shanty opposite the new building, and a 
flash of lightning threw them in a heap. 

The lightning tore a great hole in the roof 
of the Hotel Warner and set fire to the build- 
ing. Many women were in the hotel at the 
time, and the flash, with the cries of*' Fire "’ 
from persons passing, caused a panic and 
there was a rush for places of safety. 


Boat Passengers Drenched. 
Hundreds of incoming passengers on lake 


‘steamboats were caught in the second storm, 


which broke over the city last night, flooding 
the downtown basements and making the 
street crossings almost impassable. The 
City of South Haven, the Christopher Colum- 
bus, the Hastland, and the City of Milwaukee 
all came into the river a few minutes before 
the rain began to fall. The passengers tried 
to reach the elevated and surface car lines, 
and many of them were drenched. 

Lightning struck a street car on the Calu- 
met Electric line, breaking the trolley pole 
and causing a panic among the passengers, 
but no one wasinjured. A number of women 
jumped from the car and made their way to 
their homes through the rain. The accident 
oceurred at One Hundredth street and Ave- 
nue M. | 

More Storms Forecast. 

The storm was heaviest in the southeast- 
ern séction of the city, and it was there 
most of the accidents occurred. It was loca!

Motorman Thomas 
Geoghan told the police he had sounded his 
gong repeatedly while the wagon was trying 
to pass in front of the car, and on account 
of the slippery rails had been unable to stop 
his car when he saw that a collision was in- 
evitable.

The resolution in which the justice is “ abol-

The cardinals rose early today and individ- 
ually celebrated mass in the Pauline chapel. 
They took breakfast at 9 o'clock, going short- 
ly after to the Sistine chapel, where they 
remained until about 11:30 a. m. 

The piazza of St. Peter's this morning bore 
the usual appearance of these past days.

Duke Explains It Is in Nature 
of a Contract and Should 
Not Be Changed. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
LONDON, Aug. 3.—The Irish land Dill 
‘passed its second reading in the house of 
lords today without a division being taken. 
‘The duke of Devonshire, president of the 
' council, epened the debate and appealed to 
the peers not to introduce radical amends 
ments to the measure, saying if this was 
done the bill itself would be destroyed. The 
measure, he added, was in the nature of a 
treaty, and if the terms of the treaty were 
changed neither party to it would consider 
itself bound by it. Several other peers spoke, 
including the duke of Abercorn, the marquis 
of Londonderry, the earl of Dunraven, and 
other large holders of land in Ireland. 


, Moves a Second Reading. 
The duke of Devonshire, moving the sec- 
| ond reading of the bill, used the same argu- 
ments in favor of the necessity for passing 
the measure as were previously advanced by 
George Wyndham, the Irish secretary, in the 
house of commons. The duke deciared that 
the government: was confident that the ex- 
penditure of the $60,000,000 provided in the 
| pill] would be fully compensated for by econ- 

émies in the judicial machinery and the re- 
duction in the police expenses, which the 
adoption of the measure would render pos- 
sible. 

Never before, he said, had the representa- 
tives of the various interests concerned 
asked parliament to sanction a settlement 
the main principles of which they had them- 
selves suggested. 


Other Lords Express Approval. 
Lord Crewe, liberal, said that unless the 
landlords sold on a large scale serious results

One of the stoutest opponents of the bill 
was Viscount Hampden, liberal, who char- 
acterized it as thoroughly mischievous and 
corrupt. He said it would result in a land 
War more fierce and embittered than any 
which had preceded. 

Lord Londonderry, conservative, claimed 
the measure was for the benefit and welfare 
of all classes and entailed no risk whatever 
to the tmperial exchequer. 

Earl Spencer, liberal, supported the bill, 
eaying he thought the possibility of settling 
' the agrarian difficulty justified even the large 
expenditure involved. 

Lord Lansdowne, secretary of state for 
foreign affairs, did not share the sinister 
_ views which had been expressed regarding 
the effect of the bill on resident landlords. 
On the contrary, he believed the measure 

was so framed as to induce them to remainin 
‘Ireland and he expressed the hope that both 
| the landlords and tenants would do their 
utmost to make it successful. 


Fears for Sportsmen. 
The debate was given a turn which would 
ave been keenly appreciated by the nation- 
'elists in the house had they had an oppor- 
‘tunity to reply to the duke of Abercorn, who 
thought he had some amendments to offer. 

The duke, who is a conservative, said the 
representatives of the landlords would offer 
some amendments which were not of a con- 
tentious nature. While appreciating the lib- 
erality of the financial provisions of the bill, 
he declared that nothing could recompense 
the landlords for the losses they would have 
to sustain. If their sporting rights were lost 
and their property sold there would be no in- 
“d@ucement for the country gentlemen to re- 
main in Ireland. 

It is expected that the duke of Abercorn will 
hear something touching upon the loss Ire- 
land will feel by the possible departure of 
sporting landlords.

“Dozen Organizations Caught 
Between Supreme Court 
and City Ordinance. 


NEW DECISIONS NEEDED. 


Corporation Counsel Tolman Says 
Highest Tribunal Must 
Solve the Tangle. 


Now there is another tangle in the matter 
of licensing the clubs of Chicago to sell 
liquor. An ordinance was passed some time 
ago forbidding the issuing of. new saloon 
licenses for locations on or within 100 feet of 
a boulevard. Some of the best known clubs 
of the city are covered by the restriction. 
I'nder the city ordinance they cannot procure 
licenses and under the recent decision of the 
Supreme court they cannot sell liquor with- 
put one.

The chief 
had calied for a list of dealers who are selling 
cigarets without a license. Instead he re- 
ceived a list of the dealers who have licenses.

HEN your grandmother put up 
mangoes in a way that the memory 
thereof causeth your modern mouth 
to water, she had never heard of 
beet sugar. The big, swinging 

cone of lump sugar satisfied her tranquil 
soul as she leisurely compounded the deli- 
clous compote that helps to make her mom- 
ory a fragrant one. When she went the 
way of all flesh she left behind a formula 
so many times “ well tried.” that she deemed 
it not possible that time and events could 
dim its luster. . | 
Why should it prove a sweet and sticky 
condiment. in your hands? You know that 
it did, and yet you never dreamed that the 
sugar you used was the pursuing Nemesis, 
but attributed it all to the rush with which 
we even prepare our sweets in these mad 
days. 

Visit one of the large preserving establish- 

ments in your own city. ,Not an ounce of 

beet sugar is to be found. They will tell 
you that it melts too unevenly, also that it 
does not posseés the glutinous qualities of 
the cane sugar. As they are working for 
the trade they cannot permit failures in any 
line. The fruit ts carefully selected and 
sorted into grades; the sugar is boiled before 
it touches the fruit. Then the fruit is poured

Yesterdey was a day of hard lines for Turf- 
man Frisco Lind. His entry, Orfeo, in the 
Garden City handicap at Harlem. was left 
standing at the post, and subsequently out- 
ran everything in the race so far as to show 
conclusively he would have won the $3,000 
prize with an even Start. In the fifth race 
his entry, Orsina, got away all right, but 
did not perform the rest of the journey to

It looked like a 
three horse race, Ontonagon and My Queen 
not being considered. Many did not concede 
Postmaster Wright a chance and thought 
the race lay between the Corrigan and Lind 
entries. 

The track being muddy Orsina was regard- 
ed as the natural favorite for the race, as she 
fs a star performer in such going. McGee 
Jwas regarded as the natura! contender. He

Ratlin Wins the Feature. 


The sensational outcome of this race over- 


shadowed that in the racing feature the 
day, which resulted in a surprise and what 
many regarded as a fluke. Just before the 
horses went to the post in the Garden City 
handicap the light rain that had been falling 
since the second race suddenly became a 
cloudburst, and the track changed from fast 
to comparatively slow in five minutes’ time. 
As half of the money bet on the race had a!- 


ready been wagered there was a disrayed 
lot of bettors, for the favorite was the phe- 
nomenal sprinter Dick Welles, who cannot 
run a lick in heavy going. The fears of the 
talent were soon realized, for when the race 
was on Dick Welles floundered in front for 
a short distance, and then, with the heavy 
burden of 122 pounds as an additional handi- 
cap to the bad going, fell to the rear and fin- 


ished out of the money.

Great Son of Watercress Cap- 


tures Event at Saratoga 
in Grand Style. 


HUNTER RAINE SECOND. 


Race Is Truly Run and Haggin’s 
Horse Was Best—South 
Trimble Falls. 


Saratoga, N. Y., Aug. 3.—[Special.]—Right 
nubly did Waterboy, J. B. Haggin’s great son 
of Watercress, uphold the honor of the east 
teday against all comers by winning the rich 
coveted Saratoga handicap, the feature of the 
opening day’s racing at the springs, in mas- 
terly fashion. «he victory wag won in the 
presence of 10,000 racing enthusiasts, who 
represented not only the most critical but 
also the most distinguished devotees of the 
sport. 

Such an array of wealth, beauty, and promi- 
rence in all walks of life as that which 
leoked from the grandstand, stalls, and club- 
house balconies when the eleven equine aris- 
tccrats which made up the handicap field 


paraded to the post probably has never been 


seen before on an American racetrack, and 
it was a spectacle worthy of acclaim, lacking 
only the presence of the great western colt, 
McChesney, to give the event the spice and 
sectional rivalry that had been expected until 
the late announcement that Smathers’ horse 
had declined the issue. 


Crowd Applauds Horses. 

Loud applause greeted each high bred con- 
testant as the cavalcade pranced past the 
grandstand. Waterboy had the rail posi- 
tion, and, under George Odom’s steadying 
hand, behaved himself with decorum. Next 
in order were Caghnawaga, Heno, Hermis, 
Gunfire, Hunter Raine, Africander, Disad- 
vantage, Goldsmith, Injunction, and South 
Trimble. Little jockeying was done at the 
post, and almost before the crowd was ready 
the barrier flew up. 

The field was off almost In perfect align- 
ment, and down past the grandstand they

Waterboy was seen to be picking his way 
through the fleld in his irresistible stride. 
Along the backstretch he had run into sec- 
ond place, Hermis still having his nose in 
front and half a dozen others being close in 
a bunch a length or so back, Gradually, but 
surely, Waterboy forged ahead, and at the 
stretch turn he was a length to the good, 
while Hermis was falling steadily back and 
Hunter Raine and South Trimble were com- 
ing from the rear. 


South Trimble Goes Down. 


Right here occurrec. the only accident to 
mar the race. Hermis, in backing up, fell 
directly in the path of the onrushing South 
Trimble, and the Drake colt, trying to avoid 
a collision, bumped into Hermis, crossed His 
legs, and went down close by the rail ina 
cloud of dust so dense that none knew just 
what had happened until after the race was 
finished. Meanwhile on thundered the fleld, 
Waterboy still a length in front. As they 
straightened out for the run through the 
stretch at this point Hunter Raine, at his 
top speed, seemed to be coming perilousty 
close to Waterboy, with Caughnawaga only 
half a length farther back. For a moment 
the cry arose, ‘‘ Hunter Raine is catching 
him,” ‘‘“Caughnawaga will win.’’

But it soon became evident Odom still

Menavy Local and Outside Buying of the 
May Delivery on Advices of This 
Character Fractionally Advancing 
the Price — Nearer Deliveries as 
Freely Sold, the Straddlie Making 
the September a Little Lower—Cash 
Wheat Everywhere in Demand. 


More or less ifregularity marked the course 
of the wheat prices yesterday, ne September 
delivery closing %c lower than on Satur- 
day, the December %ec to %c lower, and the 
May %c higher. In a general way, crop news 
dominated the market. There was an un- 


‘ wsual showing of messages from southern 
Minnesota and South Dakota, claiming rav- - 


ages by Hessian fly and announcing the dam- 
age from this cause at 50 to 75 per cent of the 
-orop. Heretofore the generic term blight 
Das been applied to the Gamage done in this 
section. While the figures were generally 
believed to be more or less fanciful, the claims 
were given a good deal of credence. They 
inspired a good deal of buying in the north- 
western market and brought about higher 
prices. 

In the locaj pit the Armour and Peavey 
interest was about the principal thing in 


the market. Valentine bought jarge quanti- 


ties of December and sold September with 
equal freedom. The spread between these 
two months, which started at \c, was 
worked up to %-\c. The Peavey people oper- 
gied in a manner directly the reverse of 
Armour, selling December and buying Sep- 
tember. Around noon the early northwest- 
ern buyers appeared disposed to take profits, 
and a quick break of 1%c took place in the 
Minneapolis market, responded to at this 
point by a break of about ic from the early 
high points. 

The wheat trade was generally a broad 
one, with heavy operations on the part of 
the larger interests. Bartiett-Frazier sold 
May heavily, and so did Champlin, Spencer- 
Dennison, and other houses. A good deal of 
the wheat thus sold was thought to be in 
the way of profit taking. The market, how- 
ever, did not. take it as well as it has here- 
tofore done, owing to the fact of the weaker 
conditions northwest and the consequent 
lack of any supporting influences. 


Small Increase in Visible. 


The trade was generally inclined to look for 
a decrease in the visible supply, in view of 
‘last week's falling off of 117,000 bu and the 
fact that since that time wheat receipts in all 
primary markets have been decidedly light. 
The official figures, however, showed an in- 
orease of 464,000 bu, which compared with an © 
increase last year of 381,000 bu. The total 
stock is how 18,414,000 bu, as against 21,872,- 
000 bu last year. In loca! stocks, which stand 
at 1,480,000 bu, there was an increase of 112,- 
060 bu. Wheat did not come into any of the 
primary markets with any special freedom, 
the total figures being 744,000 bu, as compared 
‘with 1,396,000 bu last year. Kansas City had 
344,000 bu, which was 4,000 bu more than at 
the beginning of last week, and 18,000 bu 
more than on the same day last year. St. 
Louis, with its 261,400 bu, showed slightly 
mhore than last week, but considerably lees 
than last year. Looal inspection was 115 
cars, of which 20 were contract. Estimated 
today, 180 cars. Thé total in the three prin- 
cipal markets was 322 ¢ars, as compared with 
276 cars last week, and 573 last year.

The weekly bulletin of the wWashhiieten se0- 
tion says: The week was devoted by the 


| farmers principally to haying, and winter 


wheat and bariey harvesting. For the most 
part it was a good week for haying, although 
in some localities showers delayed cutting 
and damaged some hay laying in the swath. 
As a consequence, although the crop is fairly 
heavy, it will not be saved in perfect condl- 
tion. The general hay crop is now for the 
most part secured, but in different localities - 
cutting will continue for a week or more. The 
second crop of alfalfa is being cut in the ir- 


| rigated districts. 


Winter wheat harvesting has been general 
during the week. Barley cutting has also 
been progressing in the southeast counties. 
The yield of winter wheat thus far has been 
fouhd to be in general below the aVerage. 
Spring wheat is reported to be filling well, al- 
though the hot winds of the fore part of the 
week are considered to have been injurious. 
The intense heat was unfavorable to crops 
of different kinds, but they were greatly re- 
vived by the showers. Wheat is filling well, 
but the crop will be the lightest in several 
years. Potatoes are in fine condition. Oats» 
are ripening and promise tu bé a good crop. 
In the southern counties early oats are ripen- 
ing, and some are being cut. Hops are not 

as good as usual, and lice are numerous on 
the. vines. Pears promise to be a full crop, 
but apples, plums, and prunes will be a short 
crop. 

A Winnipeg correspondent of the Commer- 
cial West says: “Manitoba cannot have 
now, owing to the lack of sufficient rain since 
heat began to .mature, the crop that was 
grown last year as regards quantity. It is 
now generally concedéd by railway and grain 
men that the crop will be 15,000,000 bu short of 
last year. That will give Manitoba and the 
territories a wheat crop of about 50,000,000 
bu. The total crop of all grains is expected 
to run to about 80,000,000 bushels, oats being 
a larger crop than last year. Owing to the 
large crop of last year the increase in the 
acreage of wheat was not heavy, being only 
about 10 per cent, so that a small yield this 
year is not going to give the country as good 
a showing as it would next, when the in-. 
creased acreage owing to the large number 
of new arrivais may insureit. The yield per 


acreage this year will in Manitoba and es- 


pecially in southeastern and northeastern 
Manitoba be small, and an avérage of from 
12 to 15 bu is al] that is calculated upon. 
However, in the territories and western 
Manitoba the yield is larger and wheat has 
not suffered to such an extent from want.of 
rain. 

A grain dealer in Ashland, Neb., writes 
Harris-Gates: ‘‘Up to within the last week 
I have maintained that if we could get the 
proper kind of weather that the first of Au- 
gust would see us up to the average condi- 
tion, but we have not had it. Up to about 
the middie of last month we had good corn 
weather from the first of July, and corn made 
a good growth during that time, and it looked 
to me as though it would make up its lost 
ground, but about that time coo! nights set 
in, and they have continued, Thursday night 
the temperature getting down to 0), and last 
night no better, and while we have had over 
5 inches of rainfall within the mst two days 
and our early corn will be greatly helped, it 
is a serious quéstion in my mind if this late 
corn can make much corn, as itis so short and 
fielde are weedy, and in most cases thin 
stands. I,do not know of a fleld in our terri- 
tory that Is in roasting ears, and there should 
be many of them at this time ofthe year. We 
have thousands of acres that are tasseling 
out short, and it is the exception to seé a 
field that looks like corn should at this time 
of the year.”’

It appears as if there was going to be a 
good deal of a scrap in the cash markets, un- 
less a supply of wheat soon begins coming in 
from somé unexpectéd source.

This makes about 
200,000 bu altogether from Toledo. With no 
stocks in the northwest and elevators and 
millers about out of wheat, it begins to look 
as if the farmer was reasonably safe in hold- 
ing what little he has left. 

The rains and thé Warm Weather are said 
to ‘be doing great things for the western 
corn crop. Al Booth hada letter froma prom- 
inent Michigan farmer, who is also a member 
of the. Chicago board, containing the fol- 
lowing remarkable statement: ‘* Corn grew 
_ a measured stalk in the field, from July 19 

o Aug. 2, 57 inches, or 4% inches per day.

There is a steady incréase in the average 
weight of hogs.

Carr's correspondent at Dewitt, Ill:, says:

Bat 
the expenditure contemplated for the New 
York terminals calls for large sums, and in 
some form the road must raise the money. 
It begins to appear that there is a lack of 
funds for necessary improvements with the 
larger lines. The Pennsylvania has com- 
pleted its financing, but the New York Cen- 
tral needs money, the Rock Island is pre- 
paring to raise more money, the St. Louis and 
Ban Francisco stands in need of large sums, 
the Union Pacifia has just borrowed. The 
St. Louis and San Francisco and the Erie 
and other lines would borrow, but are de- 
terred by rates of interest.

Great Western Road Expected to Sell 
1,000 Mile Books at $20 Each and 
Other Lines in Territory Between 
Chicago and the Missouri River 
Must Meet the Reduction — Would 
Settle Interchangeable Ticket Ques- 
tion—Shortage of Cars. 


The establishment of a flat passenger rate 
of two cents a mile in the territory east of 
the Missouri river and St. Paul and west 
and northwest of Chicago will probably be 
the resuit of the agitation over interchange- 
able mileage. 

President Stickney of the Chicago Great 
Western has now under consideration a plan 
which includes the sale of 1,000 mile books 
at $20 flat. These books, if it is decided to 
issue them, will be issued to bearer, and any- 
body can ride on them. It is said to be the 
intention of the Great Western to adopt that 
method of signalizing the opening of its new 
Omaha extension next month. Other roads 
will be compelled to meet the Great West- 
ern’s action, 


End of Interchangeable Mileage. 


Piacing on sale such a ticket would settle 
the interchangeable mileage trouble. A flat 
Tate of 2 cents a mile for either individual or 
bearer ticket of any form would wipe out 
interchangeable mileage tickets of any and 
every form, as nobody would buy a 2,000 mile 
book at 2% cents a mile and wait for his re- 
fund of % cent a mile until the whole 2,000 
miles were used up when he could get an 
individdal mileage ticket of 1,000 miles at 2 
cents a mile fiat, good for anybody who 
wished to use it.

The main 
object of those urging the adoption of a new 
form of interchangeable mileage was to pre- 
vent the general public from securing the 
reduced rates, it having been their compjaint 
that too many people, who are not commer-
